South Carolina City Already Beginning to Experience ^eut 
the Benefits of Racing as an Attraction for Tour- 

ists — Good Prospects on New Plant. own 



Charleston', S. O., Pocemlxu* 1. — Tourists and rae- 
*"2 enthusiasts are coining to Charleston thick and 
last at the present time, many of tin* former, at 
traeted By tin* raeing, coming here for the purpose 
ef wintering in the city. Hotel owners and those 
who have quarters to lease or rent acknowledge that 
it will In* only a question of time Before they will lie 
unable to aceominodate any more strangers. 

The Chamber of Commerce is now arranging for 
a central bureau service for the use ami information 
of tourists ami tliose who will come here for tin* 
races. This bureau will assist strangers in finding 
suitable l«»arding places. A committee of meinliers 
of the Chamber of Commer<*e and its several auxil 
lary organizations will 1 m* busy in the near future 
compiling the necessary data for the bureau and will 
then he ready for business. 

Gatherings of citizens can ix* seen daily on the site 
ef the race course now in course of construction by 
the Charleston Fair and Racing Association. The 
rapidity with which the plant is txdng erected, and 
the signs of hustle ami hustle displayed on every 
hand on tin* site of the course an* generally consid 
• red remarkable. Assistant Secretary L. A. Cassidy 
ef the racing association states that the big plant 
will In* completely ready for business when the first 
ra<*e is started on the afternoon of January 10. 1912. 

Work is now l**ing rushed simultaneously on tin* 
race track proper, the stables, the grandstand and 
on the construction of kitchens, etc. Quarters for 
several liundr«*d horses have already lH*«*n provided 
and a big form* of carpenters will continue on this 
part of the job until n*>ni has Tn*ou provided for 
from sOO to IKK) thoroughbreds. Weather conditions 
since work on tin* course was eommen<***d have been 
extremely favorable for building operations. 

The track proper is the scene of the greatest ac- 
tivity on the grounds at the present time. From 
•als irt y to forty serai nth are Iieing employed in remov- 
^PT'g dirt. The engineers in charge state that the 
soil is peculiarly well adapted to the needs of a 
fiaee track and that it will afford a firm footing for 
the thoroughbreds. 

Several gnllcys. one of them from 150 to 2(H) feet 
in length, will In* filled with dirt during the next 
three weeks. Not less than 27.000 cubic yards of 
soil will lie dumped into the largest of these gulleys. 
Culverts of cement construction are now being 
built in order to give perfect. drainage. 

The race course is being constructed around a 
natural depression of considerable size. It is planum] 
to fill this with water and form an artificial lake in 
the course of time. This depression also insures 
>I**edy and efficient drainage for the race track. 

Concrete foundations for the big grandstand are 
Iteing laid. This structure will 1 m* 200 f«*ot iu length 
and about eighty iu depth and will have a seating 
capacity of 6 . 000 .

It is assured that II. C. Hallenbeck’s Worth will 
!>«• the leading two- year-old winner of 1910. This 
good son of Knight of the Thistle and Miss Hanover 
is not only the chief money-winner of his own age, 
hut has won more money than any other thorough- 
bred of any age in America this year. No stakes 
remain to lie decided that are of sufficient importance 
to affect the result of the year's racing so far as the 
two year-old premiership is concerned. The total 
North’s credit is about on a par with the earnings 
of the champion two-year-olds of the early eighties 
and makes u sorry showing as compand with the 
more affluent days of the turf in America. It affords 
a striking illustration of the fearful falling off in 
iOake values and racing opportunities that lias fol- 
lowed the passage of restrictive legislation aimed 
at racing in various sections of the United States.

IMPROVEMENT AT COLOMBIA 

ARRIVALS FROM NORFOLK ENLIVEN THINGS 
AT SOUTH CAROLINA COURSE. 

Accommodations Inadequate for Crowd That Gathers 
to Witness the Racing — Winners Well Backed 
—Budget of Eastern Gossip. 



Columbia, S. C., December 1. — There was notice- 
able improvement in all departments of the racing 
here this afternoon. The attendance, augmented by 
the Norfolk contingent, made a really good showing, 
filling the limited capacity of the grandstand and 
forcing the overflow to tlx* lawn and infield. Con- 
trary to the expectations of the management, none 
of the bookmakers that arrived toil ay. cut in. leav- 
ing it to the six that originally went on to cater to 
the wants of those speculatively inclined. The 
lx*tting showed more than J no per cent, improvement 
over yesterday, with the players having the better 
of the argument at the close of the session. 

The racing was ordinary, the contests t>eing fur- 
nished by a mediocre lot of racers. The horses of 
the better class are being rested to enable them to 
recover from their recent shipment. 

Dolly Bultmau, which scored yesterday, repeated 
when she won the fourth race in handy fashion from 
Nadzu and Duke of Bridgewater. Nadzu was the 
favorite and had no mishaps during the running. 
Other choices that failed during the afternoon In- 
cluded Joe Rose, Vesper and Elizabeth Harwood. 
The winners that contributed extensively to the 
bookmakers’ losses included Mason, Dominica, Sarg 
Kirk and Union Jack. 

Track conditions showed considerable improvement 
and then* was less tendency on the part of the 
riders to steer wide on the turns. The inner i»orti<»n 
of the track on the turns is in somewhat had shape, 
but constant rolling will have the desired effect of 
putting It in good condition, it is thought.

I Frank Frlsbie and F. D. Weir were late arrivals and 
may have to remain on the ears until tomorrow'. 

The Norfolk contingent that arrived today were 
aboard three trains. Many others remained over iu 
the Virginia city because of failure to secure sleep- 
ing car reservations and will arrive tomorrow. 

From present indications it appears that it will be 
several more days before everything is lu full swing 
here. The meeting should then take on an impor- 
tant air. 

Martin Nathanson, who will serve ns presiding 
steward, telegraphed today that important private 
business iu Chicago will detain him until tomorrow 
and that he will be unable to reach here until Sun- 
day. 

Jockey Steinhart will not be permitted to ride 
here until he is restored to good standing by Judge 
Ed. Cole, who suspended him at one of the half-mile 
tracks in Canada. 

The race-horse special that left Norfolk last night 
was late in getting in. and it was after dark lx.*fore 
the horses were unloaded. There were eight car- 
loads in all and they comprised most of tin* impor- 
tant stables that took part In the Jamestown Jockey 
Club’s meeting. 

Capt. P. M. Walker decided to rest his horses un- 
til the opening of the Charleston season, and he 
shipped his string to Penning. Jockey Byrne, his 
contract rider, will come to Columbia. 

Albert Simons received a telegram from .Tam<*s 
Rowe instructing him to ship the Harry Payne Whit- 
ney horses to the farm at Brookdale. N. J., where 
they will go into winter quarters. Fifteen of the 
Whitney yearlings will tie shipped to Mr. Simons at 
Penning to go into training. Mr. Simons disposed 
of the two-year-old Jawbone to W. B. Carson before 
leaving Norfolk. 

William Garth will winter over fifty horses at his 
farm at Charlottesville, Va. 

Resides his own string, he will handle the horses 
owned by Ral Parr, C. Smithson and about fifteen 
yearlings for Samuel Ross. 

J. L. McGinnis has decided to winter his recent 
purchase. Monty Fox, at Gravesend. His idea is to 
school the horse through the field and race him at 
the hunt club meetings next season. 

Starter James Milton suspended Jockey C. Grand 
for three days, imposed a fine of $ 2 <> on Fairbrother. 
and placed Carlisle M. on the schooling list.
